The consolidation recently of the 
Bureau of Markets and Crop Esti­ 
mates and' the Office of Farm Man­ 
agement and Farm Economics into 
United State bureau of agricultural 
economics 
draws 
attention 
to a 
crop reporting system of the Uni­ 
ted States that has been developing 
since long prior to the Civil War. 
Of the bureaus consolidated, the 
oldest is the Bureau of Crop esti­ 
mates. The government began col­ 
lecting 
crop 
reports 
as 
early 
as 
,'1839 
but 
it was 
not 
until 
1865 
that an appropriation was made for 
a separate department to do this 
work. In that year $20,000 was set 
aside to gather crop estimates from 
as much of the country as could be 
covered.

records and information of growing 
crops,” said Mr. Surratt in a state­ 
ment on the work of his bureau. 
‘‘Farmers need to know the crop 
conditions, to decide whether to sell 
from the field or to hold for later 
sale, and what changes to make in 
their plantings; railroads need it to 
arrange a proper distribution of cars 
to 
handle 
the 
crops; 
dealers 
in 
order 
that they may increase 
or 
limit stocks of goods to meet prob­ 
able 
demands; 
manufacturers 
in 
order to regulate the production and 
distribution of their products and 
banking interests in order to de­ 
termine the local needs of loans and 
credits* 
. 
‘‘Dependable knowledge of stocks 
on hand and of crop Prospects make 
for a stable market. When it 
ndi 
cates that prices are too low, local 
dealers and others invest freely for 
future needs, and producers who are 
able to hold do so, thus sustaining 
the price and benefiting the farmer 
who is compelled to sell, Partic^ ! f r_ 
ly at harvest time. Conversly when 
positive data on crops shows specu­ 
lative prices higher than justified 
by the actual situation, wise farmer* 
sell more freely and the number of 
buyers decreases. Thus in either case 
such knowledge tends to stabilize 
the market which is to the benefit 
of all legitimate interest, and most 
of all to the farmer and consumer. 
An Old Practice 
‘‘The practice of recording agri­ 
cultural statistics is very old, dating 
back to ancient history when rulers 
recognized the fact that the food 
supply of the nation was of such 
vital 
importance that the 
govern­ 
ment 
owed 
the obligation 
to 
its 
people to make sure that the home 
food supply was ample be*°*e * * 
lowing any to leave the country, 
and if there was a surplus to let 
other countries know about it ana 
thereby open up a market for the 
farmers in the fat years. Since that 
time every county of the old world 
has developed various for™s ° The 
lecting agricultural 
statistics. 
The 
information was usually taken^ by 
the tax collectors or in a census 
every five or ten years. 
‘‘The 
United 
States collects 
its 
agricultural statistics by means of 
field agents. Each of the states has 
a field agent, except the smallest 
states, where one agent may have 
charge of two states. There ocllect 
from 
volunteer reporters 
through­ 
out 
the , 
state. 
from * 
bankers, 
farmers, merchants, business houses 
and railroads, figures on the crops. 
These scattering reports are com­ 
bined, averaged, U b u la te d a n d d i- 
gested, 
and 
from 
them 
the 
field 
agent first makes a county avera^ ‘ 
that is he estimates what the ave­ 
rage for each crop will be in each 
county. 
“ All this information is then sent 
to the Bureau of Crop Estimates 
at Washington. It is very necessary 
that these reports going to w a r l ­ 
ington .be kept secret, in order that 
the information contained may not 
leak out permaturely thus permit­ 
ting some 
one to speculate on the 
information thus obtained. 
‘‘The field agents report is for­ 
warded 
t o 
Washington 
i n 
especially 
prepared 
envelopes. 
These envelopes are delivered from 
the Washington postoffice direct to 
the secretary of agriculture in seal~ 
ed pouches. They are kept safe in 
this office until they are delivered 
by him to the chairman of the crop 
Reporting Board. 
"This board is locked in a room, 
which has no telephone communica­ 
tion with the outside, and the win­ 
dows of which are high above a 
man’s head. These prescautions are 
taken to prevent any hint of the 
crop‘report leaking out. The board 
stays in the hmm until the work 
of getting up the estimates on crops 
for the entire country is completed.

communication a t sea the work of 
the ship surgeons has been greatly 
enhanced. There was a time, not so 
long ago, when the duties of the 
surgeon was confined to the care of 
the passengers and erew on the 
vessel of which he was physician. 
Nowadays, however, the surgeon’s 
work has been almost doubled by 
the 
for aid from passing ships. 
Recently a survey of the medical 
Situation in the vessels of Us fleet 
was made by the United States 
Lines and many interesting stories 
Were brought to light. 
W ithin the last few months, in ­ 
vestigation shows, the surgeons of 
the United States Lines vessels 
have been called upon to prescribe 
for a score or more cases which 
were brought to them through the 
m edium of wireless. Now th at the 
wireless telephone has passed the 
experim ental stage, demonstrations 
having been successfully carried on 
for a number of weeks aboard the 
Steamship America, it is expected 
th at the ship surgeons will be 
called upon more extensively than 
heretofore. 
It is nothing uncommon for the 
ship surgeon to be aroused in the 
middle of the night to prescribe 
for a sick sailor aboard a vessel 
several hundred miles distant. The 
radio calls for assistance usually 
come from freight ships, which do 
not carry surgeons and on which 
the captain with the aid of a lim­ 
ited medicine chest acts as physi­ 
cian to his crew. 
On his recent arrival in New 
York Dr. R. H. Bolling, surgeon on 
the steam ship President Roosevelt, 
reported 
having 
treated 
twelve 
members of a freighter’s crew by 
•wireless. 
The shiv* surgeon was 
aroused in the middle of the night 
by a 
radio 
requesting aid 
for 
twelve sailors who were in great 
agony. 
Dr. Bolling called for de­ 
tailed histories of the cases and 
after a thorough analysis of the in ­ 
form ation 
sent 
him 
determined 
th at the luckless twelve were vic­ 
tim s of ptomaine poisoning. 
The 
surgeon 
prescribed 
heroic 
treat­ 
m ent for the twelve and a day 
later received a message of thanks 
from the freighter’s captain in­ 
form ing him that the ptomaine 
sufferers were recovering. 
Dr. W. S. Ford of the steamship 
President Garfield has the distinc­ 
tion of being the first surgeon on 
recOrd to have aided and abetted 
the stork by wireless. 
On a trip 
from Europe Dr. Ford received a 
message from the captain of a 
freighter reading: 
"Have wife on 
board. Expect arrival of stork be­ 


fore we can reach port. - Plea** 
one int ** 
This was a problem, indeed, for 
Dr. Ford, but it was an emergency- 
in which he m ust not be found) 
wanting. Dr. Ford detailed, in lan­ 
guage that could be .understood by 
a layman, the necessary directions, 
which aped through the void in 
dots and dashes to the far away 
freighter over 
which the stark. 
hovered. Two days later the su r­ 
geon of the President Garfield re­ 
ceived a message which read: "Now; 
have a son. Will name him Napo­ 
leon Ford. A thousand thanks and 
God bless you.” 
Dr. W illiam Irwin, surgeon of 
the steam ship President H arding of 
the United States Lines, is a pio­ 
neer in wireless surgery and a 
short tim e ago had the thrill of 
his life in m eeting with a m&n 
whose leg he had am putated and 
who he had never seen. 
The am­ 
putation occurred about nine years 
ago in the Caribbean. 
One sleepy* 
afternoon the ship on which Dr* 
Irw in then served received a w ire­ 
less call from Swan Island, which! 
was equipped with a radio station. 
The population consisted of tho­ 
ugh thous© tender, his wife, tho 
wireless operator and two work­ 
men. The message sent out stated 
that the lighthouse tender had ser­ 
iously injured his leg and that it 
appeared as though gangrene had 
developed. 
When Dr. Irw in had 
wired for more details he came to 
the conclusion that a prom pt am­ 
putation was necessary to save the 
patient’s life. 
Inasmuch as it was impossible for 
the steamship to reach the island 
in time for the doctor to operate— 
800 miles separated patient and 
surgeon—Dr. Irw in inquired wheth­ 
er the others would attem pt the 
am putation if he 
provided 
full 
directions. Word came back In the 
affirmative. 
Then, through the ether went the 
necessary instructions and the op­ 
eration was performed. The cook 
for the little colony, acting as sur­ 
geon, 
used 
a kitchen 
saw and 
butcher knife as his instrum ents. 
The severed 
arteries 
and veins 
were tied with silk thread. 
Dur­ 
ing the next day or two Dr. Irw in 
received word that the patient was 
doing nicely. 
Then came the lapse of years un­ 
til the reunion about three weeks 
ago when Dr. Irw in stepped ashore 
from the 
President H arding in 
New York to be greeted by a one- 
legged man as follows: 
“You don’t know me, doctor, but 
you are the man who cut off my 
leg nine years a g a ”
